Someone has said that grati¬ 
tude is the stamp of a gentle¬ 
man, since it indicates nobility 
of character.

Praise and thanksgiving 
are the soul’s pent-up express¬ 
ion of love. On the contrary, 
ingratitude and criticism are 
concomitants of hate. If there 
should be a currency in heaven 
surely grateful thanksgiving 
should be it unfading beautiful 
coin, recognized and honored by 
all. 

Despite the maladjustments 
of the social order, are we not, 
comparatively speaking, the 
spoiled and pampered children 
of a very indulgent Father? We 
have the blessings of peace. All 
around are nationalistic nations, 
seething cauldrons of militarism 
in a war-crazed world, waiting 
but for a spark of a pretext to 
explode into havoc and disaster. 
Again, despite the instability of 
prices, the crash of stocks, tho 
rise and fall of securities, few 
if any of us are in, dire want of 
life’s necessities. Who among 
us has tasted the pang of fam¬ 
ine? It is true also that the 
first wealth is health. Our 
greatest enemy today i s lack of 
patience and of courage.
